A HOME MADE VIVARIUM.

I am having such success wuth a vivarium w’hich I made that 
I thought perhaps some other conchologists might like to make 
some so that they, too, could study more closely the living 
animal, and become acquainted wuth the way they eat, w’alk, 
build their shells, etc. 

I first bought a large roasting pan and a smaller pan that was 
as long as the other wude. These cost me twenty cents. Then 
I had a box made that the bigger pan w’ould snugly fit and had 
it made six inches deep. The cover w"as of a fine-meshed wire 
netting fastened to a hinged frame. The box, of spruce 
stock, was made at odd moments and cost me twent 3 "-five cents. 

In one or tw "0 places, where the larger pan did not fit the 
case, I stuffed the cracks wdth wadded paper. Then I put the 
smaller pan across one end of the larger and filled any cracks 
w’ith moss and earth. 

I put a tuft of grass (w’hich I shall supplant w’ith a fresh- 
w’ater alga soon) and a dead Busi/con sheW that I had w*ashed 
to remove all traces of salt, w’hich I have been told is injurious 
to snails. 1 then partially filled the pan w’ith water, and my 
little fresh-water pond w’as ready for occupancy. 

The remainder of the larger pan I filled with moss and 
bunches of grass containing growing ]>lantain (of which the 
snails are very fond). As some snails love to hide under dead 
leaves, I put some in for them, and I also put in a stick that
